Weinfield ruled the 24-million-dol- 
lar merger—in which Bethlehem 
would take over the smaller firm

federal antitrust laws and would 
invite a rash of similar mergers 
in the industry. 
He said it would result in an 
eventual narrowing of competition 
in the industry to three massive 
steel producing firms, a “ triop- 
oly.” 
Weinfeld added: “ To say that 
the elimination of Youngstown 
would not result in a ’significant 
reduction in the vigor of compe 
tition’ in the steel industry is to 
disregard experience No financial 
stringency, past or threatened, 
justifies its absorption by Bethle 
hem ” 
A court decision of such sweep­ 
ing significance to the nations 
economy presumably will be ap­ 
pealed, although neither Bethle 
hem nor Youngstown committed 
themselves immediately. 
Initial comment from Bethlehem 
mas to the effect that Judge Wem- 
feid s interpretation of the anti­ 
trust laws would substantially re 
lard the competitive growth ol 
American industry.

No Marxism 
On The Moon 


A Russian scientist has co llected data which 
he interprets as ev idence o f a v o lcanic eruptio n 
o n the mo o n sev eral day s ago . 
Spectro sco pic 
o bserv atio n o f the peak o f the crater Alpho nse 
sho wed a do ubling o f light intensity , acco m­ 
panied by brilliant streaks o f carbo n and carbo n 
co mpo unds. 
After the red flare subsided, subsequent 
pho to graphs sho wed that the situatio n had go ne 
back to no rmal. 
This is an impo rtant finding, po inting to the 
po ssibility that the mo o n is no t so dead and 
inert as man had believ ed it to be. But British 
scientists are skeptical o f the Russian’s v o lcanic 
interpretatio n. 
They 
suggest 
there 
may 
be 
po ckets o f carbo n dio x ide gas belo w the surface 
o f the mo o n. 
^ 
Such po ckets are frequent in the earth's 
crust, as o il drillers can testify . On the mo o n’s 
cracked and pitted surface a gas po cket may 
hav e blo wn o ff. rai.sing a clo ud o f lunar dust 
and rev i'aling the presence o f carbo n. 
This argument is strictly no n-po litical. l*re- 
sumably Russian and Western scienti.sts will co n­ 
tinue to ex amine the ev idence and make new 
o bserv atio n.s. When sufficient data are av ailable, 
scientists o n bo th sides o f the iro n curtain will 
cheerfully reach agreement o n the po int. Science 
has a built-in mechanism fo r co rrecting its erro rs 
in the light o f the facts. 
It i.s fo rtunate that Karl Marx nev er pro ­ 
duced a lo t o f do gma in the natural sciences 
which it wo uld be treaso nable dev iatio nism fo r 
scientists in a Co mmunist co untry to questio n. 
If he had do ne so . the scientific disco v eries o f 
the last century wo uld hav e to be tested fo r 
Marx ian o rtho do x y , and Russian science wo uld 
beco me no less backward than Russian po litical 
theo ry . 
Newto n can be superseded where adv ances 
in theo ry o r ex perimentatio n pro v e him wro ng. 
But Marx ’s erro rs in po litical theo ry , by decree 
o f the Kremlin, must endure fo rev er.

In 
the Inv estigatio n o f Harv ey Matuso w, it was sho wn 
that R. Lawrence Siegel, general co unsel fo r “ The 
Natio n,” Hadassah R. Shapiro , his asso ciate, and 
the assistant to the publisher o f the m agazine, 
Martin So lo w, were indirted. The fo llo wing reaso n 
was giv en at the time by Tho mas A. Bo lan, o f the 
II. S. Atto rney ’s o ffice: 
In the springtim e of 19S4, Carey McWilliams put 
Matu.sow in touch with Siegel. Siegel had a num ber 
of meeting.« with Matusow (prior to the latter’s re ­ 
cantations in .January 1955) and recorded the substance 
of his convensations in contem poraneous typewritten 
m em oranda. When asked to produce the m em oranda 
by the grand jury. Siegel instead de.stroyed them and 
created fictitious m em oranda in their place which he 
pas.sed on to the grand jury as originals. 
When the 
grand .jury asked to see the shorthand notes for the 
memorancia, he had the original notes destroyed and 
had hLs secretary write fictitious notes to correspond 
to the fictitious m em oranda. Mi.ss Shapiro aided him 
in this scheme. On July 13. 1955, they w ere indicted 
for obstructing justice and perjury. 
In Ja nua ry 1958, Siegel was convicted of three 
counts of obstructing justice and four counts of per­ 
jury, Shapiro was convicted of two counts of perjury 
and three of obstructing justice. Siegel w as fined and 
given a suspended sentence and Shapiro a suspended 
sentence. Both w ere subsequently disbarred. 
Certainly any o ne may criticize any public o f­ 
ficial and many are deserv ing o f criticism .

Rauh Jr.. a Washington, D. C. law yer and a leader in 
the A.D A., knew that the information he obtained from 
Hughes was false. 
Rauh and Ja m e s Wechsler, editor of the “ New 
York Post.” were called before the grand jury in thi.s 
m atter. In the Hughes trial the question arose as to 
whether Rauh had told Wechsler th a t he, Rauh, had 
planted a secret informer on Senator M cC arthy’s staff. 
Bolan claimed that Wechsler had told him that Rauh 
had told him (Wechsler) all about the Hughes project 
without disclasing Hughes’ nam e.

On The Moon 


A Russian scientist has collected data which 
he interprets as evidence of a volcanic eruption 
on the moon several days ago. Spectroscopic 
observation of the peak of the crater Alphonse 
showed a doubling of light intensity, accom* 
panied by brilliant streaks of carbon and carbon 
compounds. 


After the red flare subsided, subsequent 
photographs showed that the situation had gone 
back to normal. 
This is an important finding, pointing to the 
possibility that the moon is not so dead and 
inert as man had believed it to be 
But British 
scientists are skeptical of the Russian's volcanic 
interpretation. They 
suggest 
there 
may 
be 
pockets of carbon dioxide gas below the surface 
of the moon. 
Such pockets are frequent in the earths 
crust, as oil drillers can testify. On the moon s 
cracked and pitted surface a gas pocket may 
have blown off. raising a cloud of lunar dust 
and revealing the presence of carbon. 
This argument is strictly non political. Pre­ 
sumably Russian and Western scientists will con­ 
tinue to examine the evidence and make new 
observations. When sufficient data are available, 
scientists on both sides of the iron curtain will 
cheerfully reach agreement on the point. Science 
has a built-in mechanism for correcting its errors 
in the light of the facts. 
It is fortunate that Karl Marx never pro­ 
duced a lot of dogma in the natural sciences 
which it would be treasonable deviatiomsm for 
scientists in a Communist country to question. 
If he had done so, the scientific discoveries of 
the last century would have to be tested for 
Marxian orthodoxy, and Russian science would 
become no less backward than Russian political 
theory. 
Newton can be superseded where advances 


in theory or experimentation prove him wrong. 
But Marx's errors in political theory, by decree 
of the Kremlin, must endure forever. 


These Days

J. Edgar Hoover 


Slowly, it builds up. First, it appeared in "The 


Nation ”; then we heard it was coming to the "New 
York Post’’; then it actually appeared in "The Worker.” 
It will move round and round like a black wind—the 
attack on .I. Edgar Hoover. 
What is it that those engaged in this are trying to 


prove? It is that the F B I is no belter than the aecret 
police of Soviet Russia; that we are, in effect,.a police 
state. What has thus far been brought to the surface 
is nothing, but the boom of t|je Big Lie fills the air; 
it will be repealed and repeated. 
“ The Nation” is supposed to be a great liberal 


organ. It once was. This much is evident: ii dis­ 
likes J. Edgar Hoover, an entire issue's worth. In 
the investigation of Harvey Matusnw, it was shown 
that R. lawrence Siegel, general counsel for “ The 
Nation.” Had* utah R. Shapiro, his associate, and 
the assistant to the publisher of the magazine, 
Martin Soiow, were Indicted. The following reason 
was given at the time by Thomas A. Rolan, of the 
U. S. Attorney’s office: 


In the springtime of ISM. Carey McWilliams put 
Matusow in touch with Siegel. Siegel had a number 
of meetings with Matusow <prior to the latter’* re­ 
cantations in January 1955J and recorded the substance 
af his conversations in contemporaneous typewritten 
memoranda. When a-ked to produce the memoranda 
by the grand jury, Siegel instead destroyed them and 
created fictitious memoranda in their place which he 
passed on to the grand jury as originals. When the 
grand jury asked to see the shorthand notes for the 
memoranda, he had the original notes destroyed and 
had his secretary write fictitious notes to correspond 
to the fictitious memoranda. Miss Shapiro aided him 
in this scheme. 
On July 13. 1955. they were indicted 
for obstructing justice and perjury. 
In January 1958, Siegel was convicted of three 
counts of obstructing justice and four counts of per­ 
jury; Shapiro was convicted of two counts of perjury 
and three of obstructing justice. Siegel wa* fined and 
given a suspended sentence and Shapiro a suspended 
sentence. Both were subsequently disbarred. 


Certainly anyone may criticize any public of­ 
ficial and many are deserving of criticism. Furth­ 
ermore. the F B I is not sacrosanct and if it is in 
error, its error* should be corrected. But the per­ 
sistent attack upon J. Fdgar Hoover and the FBI. 
emanating from the same quarters over a period 
of years, look* like revenge. It give* the appear­ 
ance of a relentless effort to destroy an American 
institution. 


In this effort appears the curious character. Paul 
Hughes, who posed as a secret investigator for Senator 
Joe McCarthy and who collected nearly $11,000 over a 
period of a year from Senator McCarthy’s opponent*. 
Hughes w as indicted for perjury, for testifying, among 
other things, before the grand jury that Joseph L. 
Rauh Jr., a Washington. D C. lawyer and a leader in 
the A D A . knew that the information he obtained from 
Hughes was false. 
Rauh and James Wechsler, editor of the "New 
York Post.” were called before the grand jury in this 
matter. In the Hughes trial the question arose as to 
whether Rauh had told Wechsler that he, Rauh, had 
planted a secret informer on Senator McCarthy's staff. 
Bolan claimed that Wechsler had told him that Rauh 
had told him «Wechsler) all about the Hughes project 
without disc lasing Hughes' name. 
Wechsler subse­ 
quently denied Bolan's account of the incident, cor­ 
roborating Rauh and claiming that Wechsler reached 
his own conclusions by deduction and inference, which 
is, indeed, a feat. 


Subsequently Wechsler testified again and It 


would appear from all the back and forth of this 
business that Rauh had given Wechsler consider­ 
able information in the Hughe* case. 


I m refreshing my own memory and the memories 
of my readers concerning these and other matters 
only because I am searching for a reason for the per­ 
sistent attacks on Hoover. Nothing new or startling 
was brought forth by "The Nation” report; most of it 
appeared years ago in Max Lowenthal's book. The 
"New York Post” profile is still in the making. "The 
Worker” article was a rehash of "The Nation” ma­ 
terial. Precisely why, at this time. are these people 
ganging up on Hoover? 
The reason will soon enough appear. Maybe, some­ 
one wants to have a look at the FBI files or maybe 
someone wants Hoover's job, or maybe someone wants 
to destroy America s foremost police organization.

was a proposal calling for a Sioo- 
a month salary ra 
• for State Po­ 
lice members and hiring of IOO 
additional troopers. 


Bovich's remarks were contain­ 
ed in a report on the Safety Coun­ 
cil's 
1956-57 
inventory 
of 
Weal 
Virginia traffic safety activities. 
The safety council's inventory 
is widely used around the coun­ 
try for measuring traffic safety 
activities. 
All 
states

American cities take part in it 
each year to gauce how they are 
doing in traffic safety in relation 
to other areas.

— Provision for driver education 
in all high schools with the state 
to reimbursing county boards of 
education at a rate of at least

—A statute ruthorizing traffic 
courts to hear charges and im ­ 
pose penalities upon juveniles un 
der 18 for tratfic offenses 


Bovich reported that West V ir­ 
ginia is measuring up to 67 per 
cent of the recommended alan 
hards for traffic safety, hut said 
there were many areas where im ­ 
provement could be accomplish­ 
ed
